proposition which has a great deal to do with the fu- 
ture development-and commercial prominence of our 
County and is, therefore, highly important—commonly 
known as the "One Mill Levy" fur road purposes.

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The Three Proposed Amendments 
constitutional amendments are submitted to the elec- 


,'J. tors of Ohio for their approval or rejection at next Tues- 
day's election. The first provides for the issuance of bonds of 
the state of Ohio, the proceeds from the sale of which shall be 
devoted to the payment of adjusted compensation for Ohio 
veterans in the world war. 


The second provides for a redistricting of the state into 
senatorial districts, the total number to be twenty-six. 


The third would empower the General Assembly to ci-eate 


a per capita or poll tax. 


It should be noted that none of these three pi-oposed amend- 
ments is submitted on petition of the electors, but all were 
originated by joint resolution of the General Assembly. 


registering a substantial vote in favor of the amendment pro- 
viding adjusted compensation for her service men. 


The second of the proposed amendments provides for the 


remapping of the state senatorial districts. This is largely a 
partisan proposition. It is submitted to the electorate by a Re- 
publican legislature and naturally Republican interests have 
not been overlooked in the proposed senatorial plat of the state. 


It sponsors claim that th" redistricting has been fairly done 


and point to the senatorial districts as outlined in the amend- 
ment. A casual study of the map would seem to bear them out 
in most instances. Coshocton-co, for example, is at present in 
the Eighteenth-Nineteenth joint Senatorial District, being com- 
posed of Coshocton, Guernsey and parts of Noble and Monroe 
counties. 
Under the proposed redistricting this county would be iff 


the Fifteenth District, composed of Licking, Muskingum, Co- 
shocton and Holmes counties. There is no particular evidence 
of a Gerrymander here. The present district is more of a shoe 
string affair than the proposed one which is.as compact as per- 
haps could be provided for. But in other districts Democrats 
are said to complain of the grossly partisan arrangement of the 
counties. 
Be this as it may, it is to be expected that in the voting on 


this proposal the electors will be largely guided by partisan 
lines, Republicans generally favoring with Democrats oppos- 
ing .the proposed amendment. This is one of the cases where 
the constitution is bound to be made the football of politics, but 
in the present instance the issue is really a minor one and the 
majority of voters will not attach much significance to the re- 
sult. 


The amendment proposing compensation for service men 


in the late war is only tardy recognition by Ohio of a pimple act • 
of justice on which the fedeal government has so far failed to 
act. 
It provides a modest compensation of $10.00 for each 
month of service and by its own terms the amendment limits the 
fcond issue to $25,000,000. 
! 


It is sincerely to be hoped that the voters of Ohio will see 


in this amendment not an added burden of debt to be shirked 
by an adverse ballot at the polls, but rather a lasting moral, 
obligation, an act of sheer justice to more than 200,000 of hei^ 
sons who offered their bodies to their government in a great | 
world crisis. 
j 


To balk at a debt of this character is not in keeping with, 


the traditions of our state. At the close of the Civil war Ohio 
paid more than $50,000,000 in bounties to her veterans of that 
generation. 
The state at that time had less than half the popu- ] 
lation it has now and only about one-fourth the wealth. 
Yeti 
there was no faltering in those days. The moral obligation was 
cheerfully recognized and there is no indication that even in a' 
material way the state ever suffered for abiding by the tenets. 
of simple justice. 


To be sure, there are^ those who will vote .against this' 


amendment. They argue, and not without logic, that this is a 
duty of the federal government. They maintain that it is the 
federal government that declares war; that it is the federal gov- \ 
eminent that raises armies and builds navies; that it is the fed-, 
eral government that conscripts men and controls the entire' 
war making and war conducting machinery. 
j 


No one disputes these facts. And it may also be true that! 


at some later time the federal government will make proper re-] 
paration to the men it compelled to serve abroad at $30.00 a j 
month while civilians at home in industrial pursuits made easily ! 
tMat much in two days. But issues of this kind are rarely settled i 
on logic and reason. The fact remains that enormous numbers' 
of young men in the service were placed at a most unfair dis-' 
advantage with those who, for one reason or another, were per-! 
mitted to stay at home and share in the fat dividends of war. 
j 


It is the old fight between the rights of men and the rights 


of property. Those who selfishly place the latter above the foi--1 
mer will vote against this act of justice to the sons of Ohio, but j 
the fact should never be forgotten that if governments as arbi-' 
trarily conscripted the property of the well-to-do and rich as1 
they conscript the bodies of the young, THERE WOULD BE NO I 
HORE WAR. 
'

Approximately one-third of the states huve already re-| 
warded their service, men. Some of them have paid a flat sum. • 
Most of them have adopted the proposed Ohio plan of basing the' 
amount of compensation on the amount of service. The latter is \ 
manifestly the fairer way. And as the average term of service j 
was under ten months it will be readily seen that the limit fixed ' 
on the issue of bonds for this purpose will more than provide the 
modest compensation proposed. 


The voters of Ohio should not waver on this proposition at' 


the polls. They may squelch their consciences and take what 
appears at the lime to be the cheaper way out, but the unfair. 
way, the cowardly way, will not prove cheaper in the long run.' 
If wealth had been conscripted as freely as were these boys;1 
if the mailed fist of war had descended as heavily materially and i 
physically on those who remained at hoime as it did on those who j 
crossed the seas, there would be no demand for a soldiers' com- 
pensation. 


But it did not. There was the old, invidious distinction' 
drawn between the rights of men and the rights of property and 
i 


as is always the case in war, the former got the worst of it. And 
all the monetary compensation in the world cannot make a 
wrong right. All that it can do is to Rive feeble expression, 
after the wrong has been committed, of our desire to make 
amends. And those who vote against this measure must know in 
their hearts that a dollar award is a poor way to expiate a moral 
wrong.

But Ohio will not be remiss in her duty in this respect. The 


compensation proposal is conservatively and modestly drawn.' 
Many states with far less per capita wealth have dealt more • 
quickly and more liberal»y with this question than it is proposed ' 
for Ohio to do. We hope that Co?hocton-co will set I he pace in 


The third proposed amendment, if it carries, will authorize

Ohio for a poll tax. Every Ohio constitution in the past ex- 
pressly prohibited this form of taxation.

of the state and for specious reasons and questionable purposes 
per capita taxes have been levied. But in every instance they 
have been short-lived and have been thoroly detested during 
their brief spans. 


Pennsylvania affords perhaps the most odious example of 


the lengths to which a poll tax can be carried. There it is made • 
the adjunct of the police power of the state and no man can j 
vote unless able to produce at the polls his per capita tax re- I 
ceipt.

As a result of tjjis iniquitous system the dominant party in • 
that state can—and does—buy up these poll tax receipts in ! 
blank and in quantities and they are filled out and distributed 
where they will do the most good. This, in a measure, explains 
the depths of political corruption that exists in that state. In i 
certain wards of the larger cities, in Philadelphia especially,' 
men who were "right" politically while they lived NEVER DIE.' 
They are-voted as regularly as major elections come around1 


and, altho planted and peacefully sleeping in'the graveyards of 
their choice, they still live, and move and have their political i 
being on election day. 


It is true the sponsors of the proposed Ohio poll tax de- 


clare it will never be used for questionable ends in this state, i 
But we would rely more upon future results that present prom-! 
ises in an issue of this kind. So useful a political device as this j 
would not long be overlooked by either party.

It will be noted that the proposed amendment places no I 


limit on the activities of future legislatures. They may enact a j 
per capita tax of one dollar, or fifty. They may limit it to males ' 
or extend it to voters of both sexes. They may exempt minors' 
of one sex or both, OR LEVY IT UPON THE BABE IN ITS 
CRADLE.
